Eighty-sixth Street. Through the wa- 
ter gates at. this spot are supplied. the 
huge mains: ‘which conduct the water 
into the city’s system below Fifty-ninth 
Street. e 

The water rushes constantly through 
heavy -scréens into. six™cement pits; 
each of which jis 40 feet in depth. At 
the: bottom of. each pit hangs a heavy, 
gate, which can “be raised or lowered 
by the turning. of. a heavy rod within 
the. gatehouse, which is fitted with-a 
worm sctew. The screw is arranged ‘to 
fit the cogs in the gate and thus raise 
or lower it by a simple process.of lev- 
erage. 

For netarly two years the water gato 
atthe bottom of the most easterly pit 
has* been out of order and has failed to 
respond to the. turning of the. screw. 
Consequently the rush of water through 
the huge main-to which this gate gives 
access is continuéus, and the velocity 
of the-flow into the pit is.as great as 
the’ pressure of one Billion gallons -of 
water can make it.

* Speakers at the dinner given last 
night by the Honest Ballot Association 
at the City Club sounded the warning 
that work must be started without de- 
lay if the voters were to obtain. an 
honest election in this city next.

TOKIO, May 26.—Prominent Japanese 
at a dinner to-night urged “calm and 
patient efforts for a friendly solution of :

The speakers included Baroh Shibu-

Appraisers Aim to im to Determine.Whith

eavy “importations ‘of French brandy | 
ate held up at the Appraiser’s. Stores in 
this city under orders from the Depart- 
ment:-of Agriculture; which charges that 
the importations ;are both. adulterated 
and misbranded..

State Tax Commissioner Joseph 8.

18,229,900,000. With but 5 per cent. 
of the world’s population, the United 
States possesses 69 per cent. of the 
world’s telephones and 65 per cent. 
of the telephone mileage. 

.. This disparity does not exist in the 
case of the mails, which are on a uni- 
form basis of public: owrlership. Leav- 
ing out the uncivilized countries and 
confining the comparison to the na- 
tions. most nearly comparable with 
the United States, that is Europe, the 
development of Europe is one-twelfth 
that of the United States. Yet Mr.

Wildwood, run- 
ning between Philadelphia and Camdet, 
is that ‘no. other. just. like it-can be: re- 
called, ', This is strange; because a panic 
of exactly the same sort is likely to be 
caused in- exactly the same way wher- 
ever ferryboats carrying great numbers 
of people also carry aptomobiles, and 
the ‘cranking up ” of the latter is per- 
mitted before the boats have. eritered 
their -slips and heen fastened there and 
their foot passengers have been landed. 

‘The trouble’ on the Wildwood occurred 
when an automobilist well back in the 
central runway started his engine  be- 
fore the slip: was reached. A ‘* back- 
fire’ ‘explosion, harmless, but: ;violent 
enough .to startle everybody on board 
and to fill with terror those who did not 
know what the noise was, immediately 
followed, and the result was an excited 
rush toward the front of the boat. "This 
concentration. of weight so depressed 
the bow that another automobile at the 
head of the line, the driver of which had 
evidently neglected to put on his brake 
after taking his position, ran down the 
hill thus ‘made and plunged into the 
helpless crowd’ ahead. One man was 
thrown’ overboard ‘and drowned, several 
persons’ were injured, and that the yun- 
away automobile with its four passen- 
gers did not go into the water was little 
less than a miracle. Undoubtedly it 
would have done so had its engine, too, 
been ip motion. 

Two forms of carelessness ‘were thus 
illustrated, and both of them should be 
strictly forbidden on all ferryboats. The 
starting of automobile engines on ferry- 
boats is prohibited here, and perhaps Jt 
is assumed that common sense will be 
enough to make the motor folk put their 
brakes on while standing where sudden 
lurches of one sort and another are al- 
ways to be expected. The automobile, 
however, is not a teaeher of caution to 
its votaries, and many of them, when 
they see a chance to save @ little of the 
delay they hate so muoh, do not dis- 
criminate, as they should, between risk- 
ing their own lives and the. lives of other 
people. Perhaps the ferry regulations 
in this vicinity &re now strict enough.

Activity In Social. Service the Key- 
note of Yearly Meeting of - 
the Friends. 


The Quakers at their yearly meeting 
held yesterday in the old meeting house 
in ‘Rutherford. Place took up-~ social 
service with vigor. The fraternal epistle 
from thé Philadelphia~ yearly meeting, 
read. in the morning, told of social re- 
form, and.last night Dr, BE, Stagg. Whitin | C 
of Columbia,. who is Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Committee on Prison ‘Labor,. tola about 
prison conditions in some States of the 
Union. He returned recently from these 
States. .A new abolition movement, dat; 
ed 1913, is planned by the Friends. They 
intend to fight for prison reform with 
the same vigor that they fought’ for the 
abolition of slavery back in the fifties. 

Prof. Whitin in hig address spoke of 
the recent action of the Governor of 
Arkansas in liberating a large number 
of convicts, and described the condl- 
tions which Jed up to that act. Heé said 
that a new abolition movement was nec- 
essary. Ohio, he said, had obtained 
prison reform by a Constitutional a- 
mendment; New Jersey got the principle 
into ‘her statutes through. the leader- 
ship of Gov. Wilson; Ohio through that 
of.Gov. Harmon; Missouri through Gov. 
Hadley, and California through Goy. 
Johnson.. West Virginia, he said, had 
begun the work of reconstruction, and 
Maryland was to make it the slogan of 
an approaching campaign. 

The evil to be fought, he sald, was 
the exploitation of convicts, either for 
the private benefit of contractors, -or 
for’ the profit of the State Treasury. 
Prof. ‘Whitin gaye the number ot such 
convicts. 

‘* Negro slavery .was more demoraliz- 
ing to the white man,” he, ** than 
to the slave. Convict slavery to-day 
demoralizes both the community and the 
free ipdividual in just the same way. 
It is'an old saying worthy to be be- 
lieved that a State cannot exist half 
slave and half free.’’ 

After they had heard that there was 
still slavery in America, the. Friends 
unanimously yoted to work for reform. 
They will. cooperate with the National 
Committee on Prison Labor and _ the 
American: Vigilance Association...” 

The Friends also voted yesterday ‘to 
take a larger part as individuals in the 
crusade against the white slave traffic, 
The New York meeting does social work 
among Italians. The meeting house and 
school room in Rutherford Place are
